Prince Bernhard quits in scandal

THE HAGUE, Netherlands (UPI) - 
Prince Bernhard of the Netherlands has 
become the second international figure 
disgraced and toppled by the Lockheed 
bribery scandal, resigning all his public 
offices because of “dubious” dealings 
with the company. 
Less than two weeks after former 
Japanese Premier Kakuei Tanaka was 
indicted on charges of accepting $1.6 
million from Lockheed, an inquiry com­ 
mission set up by the Dutch government 
released a report saying the prince had 
acted dishonorably and showed himself 
“susceptible to favors.” 
Unlike Tanaka, however, Prince 
Bernhard faces no charges. 
Premier Joop Den Uyl, addressing a 


shocked and hushed Parliament Thurs­ 
day, said even if it were possible to build 
a criminal case against Bernhard — 
which was unlikely — no legal action 
would be taken against the 65-year-old 
husband of Queen Juliana because of pos­ 
sible “serious consequences” for her. 
A government statement said Queen 
Juliana would not abdicate and it ap­ 
pealed for sympathy toward her. 
Parliament will debate the report next 
week, and some legislators said they will 
oppose the government’s decision not to 
proscute the Prince. 
Neither the queen nor the prince was 
in the Parliament building when the 
report was released. They flew bade 
from their Italian vacation home Thurs- 


day and drove straight to the royal 
palace. 
The six-month investigation into 
charges Bernhard accepted a $1.1. 
million payoff from Lockheed could not 
prove the money actually ended up in the 
prince’s pocket. 
» 
Den Uyl said the three-man commis­ 
sion found Bernhard “allowed himself to 
be tempted to take initiatives which 
were completely unacceptable and 
which were bound to place himself and 
the Netherlands’ procurement policy in 
the eyes of Lockheed — and, it must now 
be added, also in the eyes of others — in 
a dubious light.” 
The premier said Bernhard had agreed 
to resign all his official positions as well 


as business functions — everything from 
the post of .inspector general of the 
armed forces, which was created 
specially for him in recognition of his 
wartime services to the naion, to the 300 
or so directorships and associations he 
held with business and industrial con- 
cents. 
No mention was made of his giving up 
his charitable work, such as the World 
Wildlife Fund, in which he long had taken 
part. 
The prince signed a statement, which 
Den Uyl read to Parliament, in which he 
accepted the commission’s disapproval 
and expressed “sincere regret.” He said 
he still hoped to serve the nation and 
restore its shattered confidence in him.

Assembly in hard look 
at amended coast bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The As­ 
sembly today took a hard look at a vastly 
amended follow-up bill which paved the 
way for the passage of landmark coastal 
protection legislation 
The Senate Thursday approved the 
trailer measure (AB2948) on a 25-9 vote 
and sent it to the Assembly, where it was 
referred to the Natural Resources Com­ 
mittee for consideration of amendments. 
The bill by Assemblyman Gary Hart, 
D-Santa Barbara, was forged during 
earlier negotiations between Gov. Ed­ 
mund G Brown Jr., legislators and labor 
representatives. It makes major 
changes in the controversial coastline 
biH (AB1277). 
That legislation, which passed both 
houses and was sent to the governor 
Monday, is designed to permanently 
protect California’s 1,072 miles coastline 
against overdevelopment. 
When the main bill seemed to be fail­ 
ing late in this legislative session. Brown 
struck a compromise with organized 
labor. He promised quick movement of 
the follow-up bill to make changes in the 
historic coastline legislation. 
During debate on the Hart measure, 
Sen. Ralph C. Dills, a leading opponent of 
coastline legislation, told his colleagues, 


“I can’t vote for it. For as many of you 
who can stomach it—go ahead.” 
Another feature in the trailer bill were 
provisions declaring that areas 
designated as “ sensitive" by the 
regional commissions would be subject 
to legislative ratification. If the 
legislature refused to make such an en­ 
dorsement in two years, the area would 
be dropped from the sensitive list. 
Dills, D-Gardena, noted the bill said 
the legislation dealing with sensitive 
areas could not be held in a committee. 
He said he objected to the Mil telling the 
legislature how it may operate. 
Floor sponsor of the measure, Sen. 
Jerome Smith, D-Saratoga, said that 
part of the bill was “probably the most 
controversial.” 
Sen. Ruben Ayala, D-Chino, a partici­ 
pant in the negotiations, said he sup­ 
ported that section of the bill. 
“We are the elected officials and won’t 
be preempted by appointed commis­ 
sions.” he said. 
The bill also carries specific language 
calling for compensation for land owners 
who lose their property because of a 
coastal plan developed by a local govern­ 
ment agency. 
Rain falls in London but 
little drought rèlief 


LONDON (UPI) - Rain fell on London 
today for the first time in 38 days and 
showers dampened the southeast of 
England but weathermen said it made 
no difference to Britain’s worst drought 
in 500 years. 
At Heathrow airport, airline staff and 
passengers rushed from terminal 
buildings cheering and clapping as rain 
swept London’s main air terminal. 
“It was like some sort of miracle,” 
one traveler said. “Everyone was gazing 
up at the heavens ” Four minutes later, 
the sun was shining again. 
Rain showers swept Kent and Essex 
and a spokesman at the London Weather 
Center predicted they would continue 
throughout the day. but would not reach 
the capital. 
“If there is any rain at all, it won’t 
make any difference to the drought 
situation.” a spokesman said “The rain 
has only been a few drops and we are not 
expecting any measurable amount."

The drought depleted Thames river 
has sprung a leak through its own bed, 
losing 15 million gallons of water a day, 
and has virtually stopped flowing down 
to the sea. 
The leakage from the river was dis­ 
covered along a four-mile stretch 
through farmland in Oxfordshire, 
northwest of London. 
The Thames source, a spring at Coates 
in Gloucestershire, has stopped and the 
first nine miles of the river are dry. the 
first time it has happened in 25 years 
Denis Howell, the minister in charge 
of combating the droutfit, said: "To ait 
intents and purposes the great river has 
now stopped flowing In some places we 
are pumping water back upstream to im­ 
prove supplies upstream ” 
He called for a 50 per cent voluntary 
cut in the current daily consumption of 
700 million gallons if London is to avoid 
water rationing by October. 
“Unless everyone tries harder it will 
be desperate,” he said. 
The worst hit area still was south 
Wales where water supplies to industry 
will be halved in two weeks, forcing at 
least 50 plants to lay off workers. 
Other plants may be forced to close 
alternate weeks or work a three-day 
week, representatives said after a 
meeting of 300 industrialists.

Teacher representatives and the 
school board’s chief negotiator were 
scheduled to meet tonight in a last ditch 
effort to reach an agreement on salaries 
and fringe benefits before the magic 
Sept. 1 date. 
Salary schedules go into effect on that 
date, with or without raises included An 
estimated 500 teachers are affected. 
A teacher representative said an all 
out effort would be made tonight and 
again tomorrow night if necessary to 
reach agreement. The representative 
said a decision is necessary this week to 
permit the California Conciliation Ser­ 
vice to print ballots Monday for balloting 
by teachers Wednesday. If successful, 
pay raises could go into effect the day 
teachers are due back at their desks. Stu­ 
dents are due back in the classroom a 
week later. 
Both Carol Linger, president of Lom­ 
poc Education Association; and Dave 
Bickmore, vice president of Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers, were hopeful, if 
not highly optimistic that the two 
teacher organizations could reach agree­ 
ment with the administration tonight or 
tomorrow night. The board’s chief 
negotiator, assistant Supt Alice Milligan 
has previously expressed optimism. 
The administration reportedly has of­ 
fered a combined salary-fringe benefit 
raise of about two per cent. Teachers 
have asked a combined raise of about 13 
per cent. The latter is a refined figure 
scaled down from the approximate 18 
per cent noted earlier this week. 
Bickmore said the salary-fringe 
benefit aspects of the negotiations could 
be resolved fast if the administration 
representative would make an offer that 
is “more in the ballpark” than previous 
offers. School administrators have 
already accepted a four per cent raise. 
The negotiations are based on an in­ 
terim agreement mandating limited 
talks covering salaries, fringe benefits, 
district rights, concerted activities and a 
grievance procedure. An agreement 
between teachers and the administration 
will conclude negotiations for the 
balance of the fiscal year 
The complete or fullscale negotiations 
that have been talked about previously 
refer to negotiations after an exclusive 
bargaining agent has been selected by 
teachers and that would be for the fiscal 
year beginning on July 1, 1977. Negotia­ 
tions for that budgetary year could begin 
after the first of the year, but it would 
have no effect on the current negotia­ 
tions 
An examiner for the State’s Education 
Employe Relations Board will conduct a 
unit determination hearing Monday 
morning in the school district’s Central 
Administration Building, 1301 North A 
St. An EERB ruling on that testimony 
will lead to an election for teachers to 
determine an exclusive bargaining 
representative. That action would open 
the way for fullscale negotiations.

An informational picket line at the 
road into the Johns-Manville plant began 
before 8 this morning by four members 
of the Long Beach local of the Inter­ 
national Chemical Workers Union. 
They handed out fliers that called for 
J-M to provide annual sputum cytology 
tests to all workers who come in contact 
with asbestos and asked for the support 
of the Lompoc local membership in this 
quest. 
The sputum cytology test is a new 
medical screening process which detects 
asbestos in the lungs 
“The limited offer that Johns-Manville 
has made in regard to sputum cytology is 
not adequate and will not save your life.” 
read the flier. 
Three Lompoc local members also 
participated in the picket - Ray Clif­ 
ford. Frank Garcia and local president 
Ray Soto The pickets carried signs that 
read “J-M workers are dying,” “What 
price for a man’s life,” and “Cancer 
Zone.” 
Soto said he joined the pickets because 
“we want it (the test) for all the men ” 
The fliers claimed that J-M “would 
have you believe that only dgarette 
smokers are susceptible to lung cancer, 
but recent screening tests taken at J-M 
Long Beach indicate the contrary. Of the 
250 employes tested, 70 per cent of the 
nonsmokers have precancer cells in their 
lungs, and 80 per cent of the smokers 
have precancer cells in their lungs.” 
The fliers also made a charge that the 
Lompoc local has claimed for the past 
year, that J-M “has known since the turn 
of the century that asbestos is harmful, 
and withheld this information from its 
employes.” 
J-M denies this allegation. 
The Long Beach J-M plant, remarked 
local president Leonard Perryman, this 
morning, handles 100 tons of asbestos a 
day. The Lompoc plant processes 50 tons 
a month, says the company 
Perryman said that earlier this week 
his group held informational picket lines 
in the Stockton and Pittsburg J-M plants 
that were well supported by those locals. 
On Wednesday, he said, represen 
tatives of the Long Beach and Lompoc 
locals met with Dr David Parkinson of 
the State Health Department and Art 
Carter of Cal-OSHA in Sacramento and. 


he continued, they agreed to submit 
emergency legislation to require annual 
sputum cytology tests for all asbestos 
workers in the state and to lower the per­ 
mitted level of airborne asbestos fibers 
of a certain length in the working en­ 
vironment from 2 to 1.5 per cubic cen­ 
timeter.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sparked by a 
slight increase in building permits, the 
government’s composite index of leading 
economic indicators rose a sluggish 0 5 
per cent in July, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment reported today. 
The index, which represents a cross- 
section of the nation’s available goods 
and services and is supposed to forecast 
future economic activity, went up for the

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislation revamping junior 
and senior high school instruc­ 
tion in California at an eventual 
cost of $141 million annually 
was given final approval by the 
Senate Thursday. 
Sponsored by state schools 
chief Wilson Riles, the bill was 
sent to Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. on a 21-11 vote to accept As­ 
sembly amendments. The 
governor has not taken an of­ 
ficial position on the measure. 
The bill, termed the first 
major shakeup of junior and 
senior high school teaching 
techniques in more than 50 
years, would require greater in­ 
volvement of parents, teachers 
and children in developing 
curriculum. 
Authored by Sen. John 
Dunlap. D-Napa, the bill would 
cost taxpayers an estimated 
$141 million a year when fully 
implemented and $3.6 million in 
planning costs the first year. 
Brown's Department of Fi­ 
nance and Legislative Analyst 
A. Alan Post oppose the 
measure as too costly. The 
proposal was drafted after i 
two-year study and was en­ 
dorsed by the state Board of 
Education 
Called the Reform of Inter­ 
mediate and Secondary Educa­ 
tion (RISE), the bill would 
require the state to adopt 
minimum standards for use of 
mathematics and the English 
language. Students falling 
below the standards would be 
given extra help. 
The plan would be imposed in 
5 per cent of schools the first 
year. 7.5 per cent the second 
and 7.5 per cent the third. After 
the third year, the program 
would be evaluated.

Authorities identified the 
body as th at of Johann 
Seigman. 43. who was discov­ 
ered hi a ditch in the field 
Sheriff's deputies said they 
were seeking two and possibly 
three men in the killing of the 
woman which followed an 
aborted extortion plot that 
began at the woman’s home 
Wednesday night. 
The kidnapers had kept 
authorities and the woman s 
husband. John Seigman. wait­ 
ing in silence since Seigman 
was told to go to the grocery he 
manages and wait for further 
instructions in a telephone 
booth with a bag containing 
<8.000 
He was waiting for a call 
from the two men who kid­ 
naped his wife and three 
children, later abandoning the 
children in a van where they 
were found by police, but keep­ 
ing his wife. 
A number of citizen's band 
and police band radio buffs, 
who listen in on emergency and 
law enforcement frequencies, 
were attracted to the scene by 
police radio traffic, said 
Orange County Sheriff’s Li 
Sam Midtfeton. 
They may have frightened off 
the kidnapers, he said.

Dole had his chance later

Independent 
party meets 
today 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The 
American Independent Party’s 
national convention met today 
in search of a platform and 
presidential candidate appeal­ 
ing to “midstream America.” 
The three announced candi­ 
dates for the nomination are 
former Georgia Gov. Lester 
Maddox, Dallas educator Rob­ 
ert Morris and former Louisia­ 
na Rep. John Rarick. 
All three are conservatives, 
as is the draft platform put 
together by the convention’s 
platform committee. 
Throughout the convention’s 
first day Thursday, speakers 
emphasized unity and appealed 
for a platform, which will not 
alienate large blocs of voters. 
“There is nothing kooky, far 
out or weird about our stand on 
the issues,” Wisconsin delegate 
John M. Couture told the con­ 
vention in a keynote speech. 
The AIP should become “the 
party of midstream America. It 
is the AIP which shares the 
hopes, the dreams and aspira­ 
tions of most of our citizens.” 
Couture said the AlP’s op­ 
position to the ERA is shared 
by “99 per cent of our fellow 
Americans.” 
Opposition to gun control, he 
said, is "one thing the average 
American understands.” 
“There isn’t an American 
anywhere with an ounce of 
common sense who’s for forced 
busing,” Couture said, and “I 
have to search almost in vain to 
find anyone who favors abortion 
under any circumstances ex­ 
cept to save a mother’s life.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Ronald Reagan, defeated in his 
bid for the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination last week, is 
finalizing plans to resume his 
political radio broadcasts and 
syndicated newspaper column. 
Aides announced Thursday 
that the former California 
governor will begin his radio 
program of conservative com­ 
mentaries (из Sept. 13 and soon 
afterward will start writing his 
syndicated column. They also 
said Reagan soon will go out on 
the national speechmaking cir­ 
cuit. 
Harry O’Connor, the Holly­ 
wood producer of the daily five- 
minute spots, reported that 100 
radio stations already have 
signed to air the programs and 
he expects another 400 will do 
so before January. 
At the peak of Reagan’s 
broadcast popularity last year 
and before he announced his 
candidacy. 305 stations carried 
“Viewpoint with Ronald Rea­ 
gan." The enterprise was drop­ 
ped when his official candidacy 
was announced 


The new program will be 
called simply “Ronald Rea­ 
gan.’’ Sen. Barry Goldwater 
has taken over the title “View­ 
point with ...” 
At the GOP national conven­ 
tion last week, Reagan ruled 
himself out as potential vice 
presidential candidate on a 
ticket with President Ford. He 
said he would resume writing 
the column, making the broad­ 
casts and traveling what he 
calls the “ mashed potato” 
speech circuit.

Second Viking 
orbit planned 


PASADENA. Calif. (UPI) - 
Scientists worked today to put 
America ’s second Viking space­ 
craft into an orMt above Mars 
that would send it sailing at the 
same time each day over its 
planned landing site on the Uto­ 
pian plains. 
Commands from Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory shortened the 
time of orbit Wednesday for the 
spacecraft, whoee lander is ex­ 
pected to help its predecessor, 
Viking 1, search for life on the 
red planet. 
A second orbit trim set for to­ 
day was intended to put it into a 
so-called synchronous orbit that 
would Ming it over the same 
site at the same time each day. 


Viking 2. which will duplicate 
the biology and other investiga­ 
tions of Viking 1. is to land in a 
rocky northern area of Mars 
that geologists say is covered 
with fine wind-blown dust that 
should cushion the three-legged 
robot's landing. 
The Utopia plains are be­ 
lieved to be much wetter than 
other areas of Mars. The 
moisture is a major considera­ 
tion in the search for life, scien­ 
tists said. 
The northern latitudes are 
believed to have deep per­ 
mafrost — frozen water — un­ 
der the surface 
Viking 1 has a new soil sam­ 
ple to work on Most of the red 
Martian dust went into the 
pyrolytic release experiment 
for a third and final test 
The experiment looks for 
carbon assimilation by any 
organisms that would have ab­ 
sorbed radioactive carbon 14 
from an atmosphere influenced 
by a liquid nutrient. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) -

Chemical 
top clue 
in deaths 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
Scientists are focusing on a 
tasteless, odorless toxic chemi­ 
cal called nickel carbonyl as the 
p o ssib le 
cau se of the 
mysterious 
“ Legionnaire’s 
Disease” that has killed at least 
28 persons. 
President Ford himself fell 
within scientific criteria for ex­ 
posure to the illness but 
evidently was unaffected. 
The illness struck another 149 
persons. Most of the victims at­ 
tended a state American Legion 
convention headquartered at 
Philadelphia’s Bellevue Strat­ 
ford Hotel July 21-24. 
Ford himself ate at the hotel 
July 4. Scientists believe 
anyone who visited the estab­ 
lishment after July 1 may have 
been subjected to the illness, 
“The President is feeling 
fine, as you can see,” press 
secretary Ron Nessen said 
Thursday in Vail, Colo., where 
Ford was vacationing. 
Dr. F. William Sunderman 
Jr., a toxin specialist at the 
University of Connecticut Medi­ 
cal Center, said concentrations 
of nickel three times above nor­ 
mal were found in tissues he ex­ 
amined' from some of the 
Legionnaires who died. 
The discovery of nickel car­ 
bonyl, a colorless gas used in 
the manufacturing of plastics, 
synthetic garments and other 
products, could be the first 
major clue in identifying the 
ailment. 
“These results somewhat 
further the suggestion that 
nickel carbonyl exposure could 
be a factor in these deaths, but 
our results are by no means 
conclusive,” Sunderman said. 
Don Berreth, a spokesman 
for the Atlanta-based national 
Center for Disease Control, 
said that “at this point our 
laboratory analysis is incon­ 
clusive.” 
Experts said the disease also 
has killed at least two persons 
not associated with the Legion 
convention 
The latest victims attended 
the 41st International Eucharis- 
tic Congress of the Roman 
Catholic Church here which 
Ford addressed Aug. 8.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Cells 
that make insulin for the first 
time have been successfully 
transplanted into a diabetic 
human — reducing by two- 
thirds that patient’s need for in­ 
jected insulin 
The development that opens 
the door to a possible cure for 
diabetes was reported Thurs­ 
day in New York by Dr. John S. 
Najarian. head of the depart- 


ment of surgery- at the Univer­ 
sity of Minnesota Medical 
School in Minneapolis. 
Joanne Storer. 25. of St. Paul, 
is the recipient. 
Najarian told of the develop­ 
ment at the 6th International 
Congress of the Transplantation 
Society. In an interview he 
said seven patients participated 
in the first clinical trial of the 
therapy, which had been proved 


four kinds of 
the last nine 
successful in 
animals over 
years.. 
He said the therapy has cured 
diabetes in rats, rabbits, mice 
and dogs. 
Tiny islets of 
Langerhans 
cells were mixed with about 
two teaspoons of salt water and 
injected into the portal vein, a 
liver Mood pipeline. Then the 
cells nested there and started 


turning out insulin. 
In a normal pancreas the 
islets produce insulin, which 
helps a person to convert sugar 
to energy. In diabetes the 
insulin-producing capacity is 
impaired — usually a genetic 
fault — and diabetes results. 
The injected material was ex­ 
tracted from a donated pan­ 
creas. The mature pancreas is 
shaped like a cow’s horn and 


about seven inches long. 


Najarian said his team has 
had the best results with pan­ 
creatic material from young 
humans. 
The humans participating in 
the trials each had been the 
recipient of a kidney transplant 
— to correct kidney failure, a 
common complication of diabe­ 
tes. 
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be subject to 9335 million in in­ 
heritance taxes.

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Friedan seeks new stage 
for 'women's movement' 


United Press International 
Feminist movement leader 
Betty Friedan told a Women’s 
Equality Day rally in Boston 
Thursday that the women’s 
movement must move to a new 
stage — away from symbolic 
marches and rallies and into 
’’hard political action.” 
Most women in the nation ap­ 
parently took her seriously. The 
crowds at marches and rallies 
marking the day women were 
granted full suffrage were 
hardly impressive. 
Friedan spoke at a gathering 
marking the “unbanishment” 
of colonial women’s leader 
Anne Hutchinson, who in 1638 
was forced to leave Mas­ 
sachusetts. and later Rhode 
Island, because of allegedly 
heretical religious teachings. 
Hutchinson was unbanished 
through a formal proclamation 
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passed by both branches of the 
legislature and signed by Mas­ 
sachusetts Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis. 
“The significance is that the 
reason we can unbanish Anne 
Hutchinson is that we in the 
women’s movement have un­ 
banished all American women 
in the past 10 years,” Ms. 
Friedan said. 
‘‘The women’s movement has 
built itself into American 
society and now must move to 
stage 2. away from symbolic 
marches and into hard political 
action 
to 
change 
in ­ 
stitutions.” 
Later in the day some 1,200 
women, carrying placards with 
such slogans as “Equal Rights 
Now” and “Castrate Rapists 
and Other Male Supremacists” 
staged a two-hour march and 
rally in downtown Boston. 
It was one of the largest 
observances. 
The Chicago chapter of the 
National Organization for 
Women marked the day with a 
meeting at a Loop department 
store. 
About a dozen women main­ 
tained a vigil on the Capitol 
steps in St. Paul, Minn., com­ 
memorating the anniversary of 
women’s right to vote and 
pushing for adoption of the 
Equal Rights Amendment. 
A noon-hour feminist parade 
and rally in Cleveland was 
highlighted by a horse-drawn 
carriage carrying Josephine 
Irwin, who first march«! for 
women’s rights in 1914 in a 
similar parade down the same 
street. Ms Irwin and Cleveland 
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NOW President Eva Janecek 
addressed the rally. 
President Ford, in proclaim­ 
ing Women’s Equality Day 
while vacationing in Vail, Colo., 
urged all states to ratify the 
Equal Rights Amendment with­ 
out delay. 
Michigan Gov. William Mil- 
liken reaffirmed the state’s 
commitment to “eliminate in­ 
equities in our laws and social 
customs.” 
Kansas Gov. Robert Bennett 
signed a proclamation declar­ 
ing the observance with the 
quip to a delegation of Kansas 
women supporting ERA that: 
“There you are, women are 
equal for a day Other than this, 
men are subservient most 
days.”

Sugar 
controls 
urged 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - 
Two years ago housewives 
grabbed for every five-and 10- 
pound bag of sugar they could 
find on grocery shelves, 
screaming all the way to the 
checkout counter about high 
prices. 
“Crops were short on a world 
level and people were consum­ 
ing it like crazy,” said Greg 
Risher, general manager of tl*e 
Louisiana Sugar Exchange. 
“Then because the prices went 
so high, consumption dropped 
off dramatically. They are just 
not using sugar anymore.” 
This year sugar harvests 
were good and prices dropped 
dramatically, but Americans 
weaned from the sweet stuff in 
1974 are no longer buying and 
the industry is in the throes of 
worldwide depression. 
“The price erf sugar has drop­ 
ped tremendously to a level 
below the cost of production for 
most if not all of the sugar 
producers in the world,” said 
Gilbert J. Durbin of the 
American Sugar Cane League. 
“It costs between 15 and 20 
cents a pound to produce (raw 
sugar) and yesterday the price 
was 9.85 cents a pound.” 
Risher and Durbin agree 
sugar was one of the few com­ 
modities which have gone down 
that much. 
"In fact.” Risher said, “I 
can’t think of any that’s gone 
down at all. they've all gone up. 
Why should sugar sufer?” 
The two agree the sugar 
market must stabilize to insure 
steady prices. All it would take, 
they say. is for President Ford 
to levy increased duty on 
foreign sugar or increase im­ 
port controls.

— Four inmates have been 
subbed to death in less than a 
month at San Quentin Prison 
despite what authorities say is 
a reduction of racial hostilities 
and gang competition behind

26. was 
subbed to death Thursday in 
the prison’s Jewish chapel, the 
most recent victim of the puzzl­ 
ing homicide upsurge. 
Jones, committed only four 
months ago for a Sonoma 
County assault, was found lying 
on his back with a prison-made 
knife stuck in his chest. 
David Garcia of Los Angeles 
was found subbed to death 
Aug. 3 in a prison classroom.

Patrol cars from Alabama,

L o u isian a, 
Mississippi and Missouri were 
used to chaffeur legion officials 
around the city and carried of­ 
ficials in the fogion parade. 
“ In our state we believe in 
our people being involved in 
civic organizations,” said Lt. 
Norris Devil le of the Louisiana 
State Police in Baton Rouge. 
The Louisiana State Police sent 
two patrol cars, two motorcy­ 
cles and four patrolmen to the 
meeting. 
“That’s something you can’t 
boy 
good public relations,” 
said DeviUe 
Only officials from Alabama 


and Louisiana tried to estimate 
the expense of sending patrol­ 
men to the meet. 
DeviUe estimated the cost to 
his state at more than 8500 for 
sending patrolmen the 2,500 
miles one way. An Alabama of­ 
ficial said it cost his state’s 
taxpayers $1,000 to send two 
patrolmen and a police car the 
same distance. 
Arkansas, Mississippi and 
Missouri each sent a patrol car 
and two troopers the distance of 
more than 2,000 miles each.

Hippies living it up in West London mansion 
final legislative hurdle

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
landmark bill allowing a ter­ 
minally ill patient to order his 
physician to discpnnect ar­ 
tificial life-sustaining equip­ 
ment reached its final legisla­ 
tive hurdle today. 
The measure passed the 
Senate Thursday and was 
returned to the Assembly for 
consideration of extensive Sen­ 
ate amendments. If passed by 
the Assembly and signed by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., the 
proposed “Natural Death Act" 
would be the first of its kind in 
the nation. 
Senate passage came on a 22- 
14 vote, one more than 
required, following emotional 
debate in which opponents 
charged it was a subtle 
“euthanasia bill." But suppor­ 
ters, citing the case of com­ 
atose Karen Ann Quinlan, said 
the measure would give such 
persons “dignity in death." 
Basically, the bill (AB3060) 
would allow an adult terminally 
ill patient to sign a “living will" 
th a t would d ire c t the 
withholding or withdrawal of 
mechanical or other “ ar­ 


tific ia l” life-sustaining 
procedures. 
Sen. Peter Behr, R-Tiburon, 
floor manager for the historic 
bill authored by Assemblyman 
Barry Keene, D-Eureka, con­ 
tended that the terminally ill 
patient “becomes all too often a 
target for dehumanizing medi­ 
cal technology designed to cure 
when only care is possible. 
“For many senior citizens, 
the ultimate horror is not 
death, but the possibility of be­ 
ing maintained in limbo and 
often in continuous pain in a 
hospital bed, with wrists 
restrained by leather bonds so 
that tubes cannot be removed, 
accompanied not by family and 
friends, but by the indignity of 
machines controlled by stran­ 
gers.” 
But Sen. David Roberti, D- 
Los Angeles, assailed the 
measure as a veiled “eu­ 
thanasia bill“ and warned 
against enacting it in the “rush 
to be modern, in the rush to be 
with it." 
“No other state has allowed 
this kind of killing or dying to 
occur," Roberti said. “I don’t 
Nation's weather 
United Press International 
A few showers dampened 
widely scattered portions of the 
drought-parched northern mid­ 
lands today but forest fires 
raged unchecked in Minnesota 
and Michigan and crops in wide 
areas lay withered by heat. 
Paul Sindt. Nebraska director 
of the Agricultural Stabiliza­ 
tion and Conservation Service, 
estimated that farm losses 
because of the drought have in­ 
creased up to 20 per cent in two 
weeks. 
Nebraska Gov. J.J. Exon 
called a meeting with other 
state and federal officials today 
to prepare drought disaster 
declaration to cover at least 25 
counties. 
More than 1.000 firefighters 
struggled Thursday to quell 
mammoth fires sweeping 
through northeastern Min­ 
nesota's canoeing and fishing 
country and the North Woods of 
Michigan's Upper Peninsula. 
Little relief frcm the long dry 
spell was in sight in parts of the 
parched midlands. 
Some 450 firefighters were 
trying to get the upper hand 
early today in a blaze that has 
scorched 3,000 acres of forest 
along the Gunflint Trail in the 
Boundary Waters Canoe Area 
in northeastern Minnesota 
The fire in the lake-dotted 
forests north of Lake Superior 
was the largest of SO to 40 
forest, grass and peat fires 
burning in Minnesota In all, 
about 1.000 firefighters were at 
work in the state. 


Michigan Gov. William Mil- 
liken declared a state of 
emergency in the state’s Upper 
Peninsula, where some 600 
firemen either were battling or 
en route to a blaze that has con­ 
sumed more than some 19,000 
acres of forest ami swampland. 
The National Guard was 
called in to help feed and tran­ 
sport firefighters battling the 
woodland blaze — the worst in 
Michigan in more than 40 years. 
The fire, triggered by light­ 
ning July 30 in a peat bog. was 
intentionally allowed to bum at 
first to clean up the habitat for 
animals, but a freak wind 
change fanned the fire out of 
control.

LONDON (UPI) - A group of 
hippies drawing welfare 
benefits are living like lords in 
a 3380,000 West London mansion 
crammed with antique furni­ 
ture — as squatters. 
There have been comfortable 
“squats" in London before, 
even in stately Regent Terrace, 
owned by the crown and 
overlooking Regent’s Park. But 
the occupants had to make do 
with orange boxes as furniture. 
This house in sedate upper- 
crust Kensington has so many 
more of the comforts of life. 


Reporters, who visited the 
house, found the squatters’ 
leader, Michael Stewart, a 35- 
year-old West Indian who wears 
his hair in tight ringlets 
fastened with colored beads, 
sitting in a Chippendale-style 
chair beneath the crystal 
chandelier in the drawing 
room. 
His companions lolled about 
on the deep-pile carpet in front 
of the fireplace. 
In the evening, the occupants 
can spend a quiet evening in the 
library or relax on one of the 


green velvet sofas in front of 
the huge circular television — 
one of two color sets in the 
house. 
It is a house fit for a top 
politician or an oil sheikh. 
Indeed, that is what it was — 
the former residence of Conser­ 
vative opposition trade spokes­ 
man, Michael Heseltine. The 
squatters say it is owned by a 
Saudi Arabian, although the 
Saudi Embassy denied any con­ 
nection with the property. 
Stewart has been living in the 
house for seven months with his 


Australian girl friend, Chrissie 
Gay, 30. Squatters from 
Nigeria. China and Wales share 
the eight-bedroom house with 
them. 
He first occupied the house 
opposite and moved across the 
street when he noticed No. 50 
was empty. 
“It was nicer than the house 
we were in,” he said. “ I 
climbed through a drainpipe 
and got in through the window." 
In Britain, squatters can 
legally occupy vacant 
premises, and cannot be 


evicted unless authorities find 
them other accommodations. 
The neighbors are nice, too. 
“A member of the aristo­ 
cracy, who lives next door, has 
been okay," said Stewart, who 
is unemployed and draws 333 
weekly in welfare benefits. His 
girl friend gets 339. The state 
gives them extra for rent, he 
explained, although none is paid 
out. 
I

housework," Chrissie said.

’’the best in the west’’ by Howard when Russ played tackle 
and tight end in college, Bolinger has been used primarily at 
left guard and right tackle, but also played a half against Cin­ 
cinnati at center and is even used at tight end on goal line 
stands. 


••But there is no way I play tight end here,” Bolinger said 
over the phone from training camp. The Lions have the ser­ 
vices of perennial all-pro Charlie Sanders at tight end, and 
Bolinger said *'he can do it all.” 
For a starting spot on the offensive line, Bolinger said the 
youngest veteran he will be battling has eight years ex­ 
perience The others range from 11 to 13 years. But he added, 
•‘Lots of things could happen. There could be a trade 
tomorrow.” 
Bolinger said pro-ball is a completely different game than 
college football. 
‘•It is like every week you play against a pro,” Russ ex­ 
plained, “where in college, I might have gone up against four 
or five good guys a year.” 
At six-feet, four inches, and 250 pounds, Bolinger said he is 
“only average for an NFL lineman.” And, he is still at awe 
with playing next to pros everyday. 
“Against the Dallas Cowboys last week, I really felt 
strange,” Bolinger said. “They were always my favorite 
team and there I was playing against them. 


Kevin Drake (Columbus Astros, AA Southern League) had 
a slow week as his team also strugged with their longest los­ 
ing streak of the season — six games. After 121 games, 
Drake has 113 hits in 417 at bats for a .272 mark, four points 
down from last week. He also has 47 runs scored, seven dou­ 
bles, three triples, two homers, 35 runs batted in, and 16 
stolen bases. Even after going only 4-23 for the week, Drake 
is eleventh in the league in hitting and has a strong chance to 
move up to the Houston Astros’ AAA Memphis team in the 
International League next year.

1RS seeks $45,000 back taxes 
Debts surround Islanders 


HONOLULU (UPI)-The Hawaii Islanders of the triple-A 
Pacific Coast League are in financial hot water, president 
and general manager Jack Quinn Jr. said Thursday. 
Quinn said he is ready to sell the contracts of three 
players to help raise money for the club that won the PCL 
pennant last year and currently is in first place in the 
western division race. 
The Honolulu Star-Bulletin reported that the Internal 
Revenue Service has filed four tax liens totaling $45,337.32 
against the club since June 3 and padlocked the Islander of­ 
fice. 
Several civil suits against the Hawaii Islanders Corp. are 
pending. Quinn is being sued for nonpayment of two loans, 
and one Islander player has reported difficulty in cashing his 
check. 
A large transportation bill is reported outstanding by 
Bishop Travel, but a spokesman said it is not $90,000 as some 
sources have reported. 
Quinn told the Star-Bulletin current loans and other ac­ 
counts payable total about $241,000. He said while the situa­ 
tion is serious, everything is under control. 
Lee A. Doerr. chairman of the Islanders’ board, is due in 
Honolulu Sept. 7. He said by telephone from Milwaukee that 
he has ordered an audit of the club’s books. Doerr and Quinn 
each control 102,000 shares of club stock. Quinn said Doerr 
has an additional investment of $23,000. 
Officials of he Islanders’ parent club, the San Diego 


Padres, said they are watching the local club’s situation 
closely. 
Padres president Buzzie Bavasi said he was contacted by 
Islander outfielder Gene Richards, who said his last pay 
check bounced. Quinn told the Star-Bulletin Richards’ check 
was returned because of a mixup over who could countersign 
it. 
Bavasi said the Padres are concerned about any nonpay­ 
ment problems that could result in a player’s becoming a 
free agent 
‘‘Our players will not suffer,” he said. “They’ll be paid 
their money.” 
Quinn released a statement Thursday morning in which he 
admitted the pain of talking about the club’s financial 
problems publicly but professed his faith that the club will 
survive. 
He said the Islanders’ assets include a 16-year history 
which is largely a record of success, a winning team, and 
• wonderfully loyal fans in abundance.” 
He said some factors in the current economic situation are 
the cost of playing in Honolulu's new Aloha Stadium , the lack 
of revenue from concessions this year, and inflation. 
The Islanders opened a six-game series in Spokane against 
the Indians Thursday night, their last road trip of the season. 
They’ll close out the regular season with six games at Aloha

ST. LOUIS (U P I) - A fivo- 
piece set of platinum Jewelry 
made for Czarina Alexandra of 
Russia and estimated to be 
worth $1.5 million is part of a 
collection of stolen jew elry 
recovered by the F B I, the 
bureau said Thursday.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Grisly murder of John Roselli 


WASHINGTON - It was a grisly end for 
John Roselli, the dapper, debonair 
mobster about town, who had been a 
familiar figure in the glittering night­ 
spots of Hollywood. Las Vegas and 
Havana. 
His killers shot or stabbed him in the 
stomach. The autopsy indicates they 
may have shot him and then dug out the 
bullet with a knife. 
Then they brutally 
hacked off his legs. It 
is possible that he was 
still alive when they 
stuffed his body into a 
55-gallon drum. 
They 
wrapped 
chains around the 
drum to weight it 
down and tossed it into 
Biscayne Bay. The 
autopsy suggests he 
may havb died of 
asphyxiation inside 
the drum before it hit the water. The 
gases from the decomposing body 
floated the heavy container to the sur­ 
face. It was discovered, with its night­ 
marish contents, 10 days after Roselli 
had disappeared from his sister’s home 
in Plantation, Fla. 
The police withheld the gruesome 
details of his death while they searched 
for his killers. We began our own in­ 
vestigation, meanwhile, after an appeal 
from his associates. 
We first encountered Johnny Roselli 
more than five years ago. We were in­ 
vestigating his role in the Central 
Intelligence Agency’s plot to assassinate 
Cuban Premier Fidel Castro. 
The CIA case officer, William Harvey, 


told us that Roselli had been the hero of 
the abortive adventure. Harvey broke his 
oath of secrecy because he thought it 
might help Roselli, who was in trouble 
with the law. The CIA agent had nothing 
but praise for Roselli’s daring. 
In the strictest of confidence, Roselli 
himself confirmed that he had directed 
six assassination attempts against 
Castro. We protected his confidence, so 
he came to trust us. We were the only 
newsmen he would talk to. 
So when he vanished last month his as­ 
sociates came to us for help. We were 
suspicious, of course, that his disap­ 
pearance was linked to the Castro caper. 
But our investigation has now produced 
evidence to the contrary. 
We have learned, for example, that 
Roselli was not the amiable, retired old 
duffer he pretended to be. He began in 
the big time as a bookkeeper for 
Chicago’s notorious A1 Capone and 
became a specialist in white-collar 
crimes. It’s a profession, apparently, 
that he never gave up. 
Competent sources say that, between 
rounds on the Florida golf courses, 
Roselli was involved in stolen securities 
and financial swindles. His operations 
reportedly were resented by Santo Traf­ 
fics nte, who has been identified in 
Senate testimony as the Mafia chief in 
Florida. 
Roselli jfaoa fcD Florida from Las 
Vegas, where he allegedly represented 
the Chicago mob. Our sources say that 
he handled millions in illegal gambling 
money, which he forwarded to the 
Chicago underwoid. There are reports 
that Chicago crime lord Tony Accardo 
felt he had been short changed, by

Still earlier, Roselli spent time in the 
slammer , first, for extortion and, later, 
for a card swindle. Those who know him 
say he had developed a taste for the good 
life. He dressed in the latest styles, dined 
at the best restaurants and dated 
beautiful women. The thought of going 
back to prison, friends say, horrified 
him. 
To avoid prison, Roselli began to talk 
to the government as early as 1970. He 
gave information, according to our 
sources, which resulted in a grand jury 
confrontation for Tony Accardo. The sur­ 
ly mobster took the fifth. But Accardo 
grumbled to associates that he would pay 
back Roselli some day. 
Roselli was also blamed for passing in­ 
formation to the government, which led 
to the conviction of Detroit mobster 
Anthony Zerilli He is now serving a four- 
year sentence at Sandstone federal 
penitentiary for racketeering. 
Perhaps the last straw was Roselli’s 
testimony in the Castro case. He iden­ 
tified two mobsters, the late Sam Gian­ 
cana and Santo Trafficante, as being in­ 
volved in toe assassination attempts. It’s 
no secret in the underworld that Traf­ 
ficante detests publicity. 
Our sources believe that the Mafia bos­ 
ses finally became fed up with Roselli. 
His execution would have required the 
approval of the top leaders, our sources 
say. because it was almost certain to br­ 
ing the federal government into the case. 
Who were the vicious killers? The only 
clue is a smudge spot on the window of 
Roselli’s car. One of his assailants 
probably had used a greasy hair pomade. 


WASHINGTON WHIRL: Contrary to 
press speculation. Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller does not want to be 
Secretary of State. If the Republicans 
win in November, he will not seek Henry 
Kissinger’s job. Rockefeller told us 
categorically that he doesn't intend to 
serve in the next adminstration 
- Sen. William Scott. R Va has told 
us he's “ready to retire” at the end of his 
term in 1979. Not unless he is absolutely 
needed to stop a Democrat from captur­ 
ing his Senate seat, he said, would be run 
again. Scott once called a press con­ 
ference to deny that he was the 
“dumbest man in the Senate.” He also 
denies a report that, during a discussion 
with a Soviet official in Moscow, he 
angrily accused the Soviet of being a 
Communist. 


KANSAS CITY - Dole had been 
nominated, and suddenly nothing was 
happening. All the attention was being 
given to Ronald Reagan, who sat in his 
box with his wife, and one or two ad­ 
visers, and emissaries from Gerald 
Ford. It soon was apparent what they 
were talking about. Should Reagan go — 
right now — to the 
platform , to say 
something pleasant 
and ecumenical? 
Reagan was clearly 
arguing against it: for 
one thing, he had the 
sportsman’s instinct. 
The winner’s circle 
belongs to the winner, 
not to the loser. But 
there was a paradox. 
If he perm itted 
himself to enter the 
winner’s circle, even 
if only for the purpose of complimenting 
the winner, the crowd would give him 
such a welcome as to establish what 
almost everybody there knew — that 
Reagan was the dominating presence of 
the 1976 campaign, even though Gerald 
Ford was the formal victor. The fight 
between the two men had been, really, 
stylistic. 
Ford appealed, finally, to that conser­ 
vative streak in the nation that simply 
rejects the notion that you throw away 
an incumbent. Critics of Ford from the 
left quite correctly point out that on is­ 
sue after issue, as raised by Reagan. 
Ford retreated. The most conspicuous 
symbol of Reagan’s ascendancy was the 
presence in the hall of Henry Kissinger, 
a magnetic field of supercharged 
potency who would steal the act from 
Saint Peter. Yet be sat alone with his 


wife, his name not once mentioned: 
because he is associated with that policy 
of detente condemned by Reagan, and in 
effect by the Republican platform. 
The delegates sensed that the 
Republican Party is moribund, and 
comes to life only when, like Antaeus, it 
touches the ground of reality. That 
ground is that the government, the ves­ 
sel of secular humanism, is too much 
with us; and that getting and spending in 
political programs, we lay waste our 
powers. 
So, adamantly. Reagan stayed put, 
and, facing the awful possibility that the 
convention would run right over the edge 
of prime time, the stage masters put on 
first Mr. Dole, a bright man and sharp 
polemicist who simply didn’t have the 
time to come up with anything very 
bright or unusual in the few hectic hours 
between his designation and his speech; 
and then — Cary Grant, who said all 
those nice things about the girts, making 
up for the party’s declining to endorse 
the Equal Rights Amendment. Then 
there was a vague sort of movie showing 
pictures of Gerakl Ford excelling in 
college football. And then Ford himself. 
You have to hand it to him. It was in 
itself an electrifying performance And 
it was in the circumstances something 
very nearly miraculous: as if Joe 
Palooka had appeared in the Roman 
senate and outshone Cierco. There was 
determination, fluency, a sense of the 
spirit of the message. 
It was hard to believe that this was the 
same man who deliveed the speech early 
in 1975 beseeching aid to Vietnam from 
the Congress, a speech in which, if 
memory serves, he driveled off finally 
wondering about the imminent extinc­ 
tion of weeping willow trees. 


This was tough stuff, and I do not doubt 
that it was perhaps the first moment dur­ 
ing the convention when Jimmy Carter 
felt a little ache in the pit of his stomach 
wondering just exactly whether he could 
indeed count on suavely overpowering 
the man who had jestingly been referred 
to during the convention (using the 
language of Pound on Williams) as “the 
most bloody inarticulate animal that 
ever gargled.” 
Ford had come alive. Whether he will 
sustain it, one cannot know. One cannot 
doubt that the strength of his oratory is­ 
sued from the words he spoke, which 
were an appeal to a reversed direction in 
a great American drift to serfdom 
Those who talk about the entropy of 
American Republicanism are something 
other than mere ideological purists. 
They are saying, in effect, that the ac- 
commodationist programs of a genera­ 
tion of Republicans nursed by Wilkie and 
Dewey can’t stand up against the drift of 
the socialists, even when served, as by 
Carter, like cream of wheat. 


Some time in the future, the presiden­ 
tial candidate of the Republican Party 
will have to arrive as though to the 
Finland Station, grim with historical 
purpose. The challenge, for which 
providence provides few precedents, lies 
in his coming to town not for the purpose 
ot taking power, but of redistributing it 
to the people. That challenger will arrive 
preaching the furtive excitements of a 
republic of law, and he will address a 
convention which declines to relegate its 
Jeffersons and Madisons and Hamiitons 
to the rear of the hall, yielding the floor 
to Cary Grant. Until then, it’s Gerald 
Ford, and, thanks to the spirit of Ronald 
Reagan, he is off to a very good start.
